The Bolivian drive, launched de¬ 
spite the onset o# the rainy season, 
virtually wiped out Paraguay*! ton¬ 
gue** In the course of Oen Btlgar- 
rlble's daring advance toward the 
Para pit! Jtlver and Bolivian oil fields 
in August.

For instance, it may 
bn advisable at the beginning to meet the increasingly 
heavy expense of diagnosis end to make satisfactory 
provision for the health needs of the unemployed and 
indigent. In many instances thorough diagnosis has 
nlsw become almost prohibitive, except for preferred 
daises in the community. Heart examinations, meta¬ 
bolism, bacteriological examination, serological tests, 
blood chemistry, the examination of sputum, spinal 
fluid, blood tests, urinalysis, end so on, ere now fre¬ 
quently part of the routine examination: but these 
teeta account far a large share of medical costs. 

It is not necessary to discuss these important details 
at length here: they are for the consideration of those 
who will have to draw up the measure and be re¬ 
sponsible for its operation.

“W whenever there te hem¬ 
orrhage, the tissues of the body that 
are concerned with developing blood 
promptly develop enough new blood 
to take care of the lose that baa oc¬ 
curred. Tbe time required even after 
a fairly large hemorrhage la only a 
few weeks. 

In case of very large hemorrhages, 
however. It te custom aBr to give a 
blood transfusion and thus to restore 
the blood volume promptly. 

In cases of diseases which destroy 
tha blood, such as canoer or leukemia 
or serious infections, it te customary 
to discover the cause and to remove 
that cause. 

Measures directed at the blood will • 
not be successful. There are. how- i 
ever, certain kinds of anemia In 
which the blood simply falls to de¬ 
velop new blood cells to take tbe « 
place of those that are worn out. 

Fortunately. It has been discovered 
that there are certain substances 
which will stimulate the blood-form¬ 
ing organs, when they are falling to 
keep up tbelr work, and overcome 
the anemic condition. In some cases 
the trouble seems to Ue in the fact 
that the stomach has lost tha ability 
tqweerete thr odd-needed for suitable 
dlgeetion.
